1996 X had gone over the New Orleana Field Office JWK, aasaasinatLon records I receiTsd 
reoently* In one of them there is a record in which the FBI itself stated that the 
inforaant said her name could be disclosed^ Xt was not dieoloaad butwas obliterated 
in the record provided to me. I have had a copy of this record nade^SS aasoon as I can 
Is will go over those co|d.es and provida it to you* 

To ay knowledge the FBI mads not fever than three of Its infonnanta available to 
the House Saleot CoaBlttee on Asssasinatiops^ I have provided the proofs relating to 
these three in affidavits in C^A# 79*1996 of whioh, of course, the Departnent of 
Justice rooeived copies* 

The House oosndLttea turned ene of these three over to ^^exk ^^ane* 

a another ease I h^e the record with which the FBI made the inforaant' s name 
known to the ooBmittee* thie Aan told me the FBI eought him out and told him that 
the oommittee desired that he work for it« (^Mot, of course, as a regular staff member^) 
When ha said he didn't wont to do this he was told he'd be subpoenaed and would thus 
be exposed. 

These are eymboUed infoznants* The FBI has aade the eome representation in my 
oases with regard to "souroea," who nay be other than symboUad informants and may not 
be oonsidared informants at j|il by the FBI* 

Tears ago it was disclosed to l^ul Hodi that w ^arloe Quiroga was an FBI in- 
formant, whether or not with a nusber or for pay* '^hloyifiiima pdor to the StfP suit* 

After that suit, this past year, the FBI disclosed to ms that one ^'arlos Brini^efr 
was a souros for it* 

Thors are probably other such oases* 

This atory quotes the foxaer FBI agent as saying that the oonfldentlality-pledgs 
line was *^lnv6ntad" a£ter the filing of the SUF suit* I have no knowledge of that. I 
do know that I never encountered that, extended to "eouroes," until after the 1974 
amending of the Freedom of Infonoatlon Act. Once that amending beoams effeotive the 
FBI started to witJdiold information identiosl with what it penaitted to be printed 
in faoalmilo in innumerable oaee|^ by the Warrsn Commission* It than began to an 
ezpIanaticB like is quoted from r* Adame* 

Distinguished from the foregoing is tbs dlsolosure of the identitiss of infoznants 
where the FBI cey claim it was accidental* ^his has hap[«nsd in my FOIA oases, the 
disolosuze, not the claim* There was no oeoseion for the making of the olsdm thma* 

Counsel'in the SNO case may want to look into the matter of the affidavits 
relating to 013^0 Tolson's will* I have soma news accounts*
